1. TWO-MONTH LONG UNIVERSITY STUDENT UNREST IN 
MEDELLIN ELARED INTO RIOTING ON MARCH 4 AND RESULTED IN 
THE DEATH OF ONE STUDENT, SERIOUS INJURIES TO THREE OTHERS, 

12 MEMBERS OF SECURITY FORCES INJURED (ONE WITH BAD ACID 
BURNS), 3 VEHICLES BURNED AND 99 DEMOSTRATORS 
DETAINED. 

2. ACCORDING TO MEDELLIN AUTHORITIES, DEATH AND 
SERIOUS INJURIES OF STUDENTS OCCURRED WHEN SMALL ARMY 
PATROL WAS ISOLATED AND ATTACKED WITH MOLOTOV COCKTAIL, 
ROCKS, AND BOTTLES OF ACID. WHEN STUDENTS ATTEMPTED 

TO CLOSE WITH SOLDIERS AND GRAB THEIR WEAPONS, 

SOLDIERES LOADED WEAPONS AND OPENED FIRE. BODY OF 

STUDENT VICTIM WAS FORCIBLY REMOVED EROM MEDELLIN POLICLINICA 

BY PRESUMED STUDENT COMPANIONS EVENING, MARCH 4, 

AND TAKEN TO UNIVERSITY OF ANTIOQUIA (UOA). AUTHORITIES 
INFORM THEY BELIEVE STUDENT WAS BURIED AT 5:00 A.M. 

MARCH 5 IN SIMPLE CEREMONY AGREED TO BY PARENTS. 
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3. REACTION OF MEDELLIN AUTHORITIES HAS BEEN STRONG AND 
UNAPOLOGETIC. TROOPS ENTERED UOA CAMPUS FOR FIRST TIME 
DURING CURRENT DEMOSTRATIONS TO SEARCH FECULTY OE 
MEDICINE AND THEN WITHDREW. CITY'S PUBLIC ORDER COUNCIL 
(COMPOSED OF TOP CIVILIAN AND SECURITY FORCE LEADERSHIP): 

(1) WARNED THAT THEY WOULD TAKE WHATEVER MEASURES ARE 
NECESSARY TO RESTORE TRANQUILITY; (2) JUSTIFIED SOLDIERS' 

REACTION IN FACE OF "BRUTAL EXTREMIST ATTACK"; AND 

(3) INDICATED THAT DECISION TO OCCUPY AND CLOSE UOA IN 
THE HANDS OF PRESIDENT LOPEZ. 

4. SECURITY EORCES IN MEDELLIN ARE BRACED EOR 

POSSIBLE FURTHER VIOLENCE MARCH 5, WITH HEAVY POLICE AND 
MILITARY PATROLS ON THE STREETS SINCE EARLY A. M. 

5. IN BOGOTA SITUATION AT UNIVERSITIES HAS BEEN QUIET 

SINCE DISORDERS ON MARCH 2 WHEN CLASHES BETWEEN STUDENTS 

AND SECURITY FORCES PRODUCED SEVERAL INJURIES, SOME 40 

ARRESTS, AND 3 VEHICLES BURNED. GIVEN THE ALREADY 

VOLATILE SITUATION ON MANY COLOMBIAN CAMPUSES, THE 

MARCH 4 EVENTS IN MEDELLIN, ESPECIALLY THE DEATH OF A 

STUDENT, MAY CAUSE PROTEST DEMOSTRATION IN BOGOTA AND ELSEWHERE. 

6. THE IMMEDIATE STATED CAUSES EOR THE PRESENT UNREST 
ARE STUDENT-FACULTY GRIEVANCES OVER A WIDE VARIETY OF 
UNIVERSITY PROBLEMS. HOWEVER, EXTREME CAMPUS ELEMENTS 
WILL TRY TO EXPLOIT DISCONTENT IN ORDER TO INTENSIFY THE 
DISORDER. 
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
